Remnants reduced to clear. 
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The review of the war operation 
which was given the house of 
commons Thursday was as well 
timed as it was clear and compre- 
hensive. It came when one great 
allied movement had reached the 
stage when it could be discribed as 
a striking suecess‘and when ano- 
ther great British drive, was 
about to be launched. 

As we look back over what has 
happened so far this year—the 
meaning of which the premier‘s 
speech makes plainer than before 
—we-must have a sense of pro-- 
found thankfulness for immense 
perils past and at the same time 
be very hopeful regarding what 
the fighting season has yet to 
bring forth. 

The further the events ‘of March 
and April recede the more we ap- 
preciate what was involved in the 
‘situa.ion they created. Licyd- 
George declares that those who 
knew most about it were the most 
anxious. But it was met with one 
of the finest examples of tenacious 
valor in the whole British history. 
he told the house. Not only did the 
men in the field rise to the crisis 
but those at home as well. 

Only a great emergency, the 
premier told the house, could have 
justified the sending of lads of 
eighteen and a half years, with on- 
ly a few months training to Fran- 
ce. 

It was this same emergency that 
made it necessary for Canadian 
government in the same month to 
make a change in its military pol- 
icy for which it has been subject- 
ed to so much short-sighted crit- 
icism. Lloyde-George referred on- 
ly to one of the changes his gov- 
ernment adopted in this emergen- 
cy. In Canada there was 4 clean 
up of men of 20-22 inclusive. In 
Britain it was made of men of 19- 
23 inclusive. 

In paying full tribute to what 
the American effort had meant to 
the cause, Lloyd-George pointed 
out that if the United States were 
to call to the colors as many men 
in proportion as Great-Britain it 
would mean nearly 15,000,000 Am- 
ericans under arms. If Canada 
were to do what Britain has done 
it would mean close to one and a 
quarter millions. 

The British premier was very 
careful not to use any language 
which: would lead anybody to 
think that there was no reason to 
be anxious from now on. But the 
danger that the Germans would 
obtain a military decision this 
year is at least past. And if they 
do not obtain it this year it is 
hard to see how they are going 
to obtain it any other year provid- 
ed all the allied nations hold fast 
and are not deluded into negotia- 
ting a peace before a decisive vic- 
tory has been gained. 

If the enemy succeeded in gain- 
ing such a peace, he would immed- 
iately set to work to prepare for 
another war in which he would in 
all probability gain the decision 
which has been denied him in this 


There has been enough talk 
of this German submarine activity 
in American and Canadian waters. 
It would be refreshing to hear now 
of the activity of Canadian and 
American coastal defence craft.

observance, as the title of the ser- 
mon might indicate, but an appeal 
to keep one day of the week in pre 
ference to another—a wedge cal- 
culated to rend Christian people 
apart—a wedge persistently used 
in the foreign mission field among 
converts from heathenism receiv- 
by the other churches. This is at 
least one important aspect of the 
missionary movement for which 
the 8.D.A. missoinaries travel from 
door to door of our people solicit- 
ing funds. 

Let us examine the facts about 
the day of the weck for the Sab- 
bath. It was stated in the report 
that the first day of the week was 
mentioned only eight times in the 
seripture. Is is very significant 
that in every single case where the 
reference is not to the resurrecf- 
ion it is to the assembling of the 
christians, or to some part of wor 
ship—giving, preaching or break- 
ing bread? On the other hand, the 
‘7th day of the week is not mention- 
ed even once in connection with 
the Sabbath. I have asked differ- 
ent Seventh day adherents 10 
show me in the old or new testa- 
ment where we are told to keep 
the seventh day of the week as the 
sabbath. No jone has yet been 
able to do so. Can anyone give 
us the chapter and verse? It will 
not do to point to passages which 
|speak of the seventh day without 
any reference to the week. We 
are keeping the seventh day after 
our six days of labor. The seventh 
day in scripture does not mean 
the seventh day of the week. (See 
Numbers 31, 24). 1 p¥inted this 
out before, and the reply came 
through your columns ‘‘Put the 
Commandment alongside of the 
calender and see what you get.’’ 

Imagine interpreting the word 
of God by a man-made calender 
dedicated to heathen Gods; a eal- 
ender subject to change and that 
has been changed, as in 1582 when 
ten days were dropped to make it 
correspond with the solar year. 
The calender and the days of the 
week and their numbering may 
change, but the great institution 
of the sabbath stands unchanged 
and forever. 

I find among the 8.D.A. people 
a very wide opinion that Constan- 
tine changed the day. Their lea- 
ders know quite well that that is 
not so. What he did was to legis 
late for the stricter observance o7 
a day that was already kept. You 
might say that our government 
changed the day by passing the 
Lord’s Day Act. 

The fact that the Jews kept Sa- 
turday does not wake that day 
binding on us when it is not in the 
commandment.

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MOTHER COUNTRY 
MAY AID ALBERTA . 
APTER THE WAR 


A hint that Alberta might look 
for some of its governmental fin- 
ancing after the war to Mother 
England was given by Premier 
Stewart in an address to the Can- 
adian ¢lub at the Macdonald ho- 
tel on Tuesday. Careful  inquir- 
ies into the situation had been one 
of his main objects in going over- 
seas said Mr. Stewart for he was 
convinced that one of the main 
questions at the close of the big 
struggle would be the desired af- 
ter war schemes for the soldiers 
and the country. 

As a result of his investigations 
he was now assured that there 
were millions of money in England 
and that despite the sacrifice nec- 
essitated by the war there would 
be a large amount available for in- 


vestment in Canada. The financ- 
ial indiserétions of which this 
country had at times been guilty 
heretofore would be forgotten be- 
cause of the valiant part Canada 
had taken in the war. 

There was a feeling among the 
British people in England and 
France that the allies were now at 
the parting of the ways, said Pre- 
mier Stewart. No doubt had ev- 
er been entertained as to the out 
come of the war, but it was now 
in the premiers opinion, only a ma- 
ter of getting another million Am- 
erican soldiers overseas, to back 
up the valiant efforts of the other 
allied forces, and the end would 
be in sight. There was but one 
idea in England: that the war 
must be fought to a finish and the 
Huns completely vanquished. 
None of the English or Scottish 
people thought of turning back, 
and in order that Canada might 
continue its highly creditable 
share in the great striggle every 
possible ounce of help in wen, food 
and munitions should be given, 
and every effort concentrated to 
the desired end. ° 

It was not only a mafter of get- 
ting rid of kaiserism, declared Mr. 
Stewart, but the brutality of the 
German character must be rid of 
too. Until the people were taught 
through the force that seemed the 
only way appealing to them what 
Christian civilization meant, there 
could be no peace. The Germans 
needed Christianization, said the 
premier and any thought he had 
had before that stories of their at- 
trocities were exaggerated were 
dispelled by what he had actually 
seen. Bombing outrages on hos- 
pitals and Red Cross Camps done 
deliberately and maliciously, had 
been so numerous that there was 
no other possible conclusion and 
the only way in which such an en- 
emy could be treated was to beat 
it compeletly and utterly. 

Canadian Soldiers in England 
and France had won golden praise 
for themselves, said Mr. Stewart 
and glory for their country. Te 
himself has been prouder than ev- 
er before of being a Canadian, 
for everywhere the touring prem- 
iers had gone there had been high- 
est appreciation of what Canada 
had done. It was impossible to 
watch the Canadians in France 
without a greater respect for them 
and the spirit they manifested. 
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Bngland itself, however, had 
done nobly, said Mr. Stewart, and 
questions that had sometimes ari- 
en as to whether or not the mo- 
ther country was une + its best 
had been found unjust and _ ill- 
founded, It was true that busi- 
tiess Was going on much as usual 
and even the five o’clock teas were 
being held, but under it all there 
was a sober British soberness and 
an absolute concern in the.natoins 
welfare. Great sacrificeg-had been 
made, and it was almost impossible 
to find a family that had not suf- 
fered. 

The hospital service overseas 
was one of the most striking evi- 
dence of military and medical 
thoroughness, declared the prem- 
ier. Nothing had been overlook- 
ed in the equipment and mainten- 
ance of the service and whatey; 
the Canadian hospitals had been 
established they made records. 
The nurses.svere altogether admir- 
able, and made of the kind of ner- 
ve and heart that ventured any- 
thing in the service of humanity 

There was no question as_ to 
what the Canadians would do 
when the war Was over, said Mr. 
Stewart They would not stay in 
England, beautiful as it was, but 
would come home to Canada. He 
himself had been delighted with 
the beauties of rural England, but 
had found himself longing for a 
sight of the prairies again, and it 
would not be otherwise with the 
soldiers. 

The premiers visited the forest-- 
ry corps in France among the oth- 
er departments of the military ser- 
vice and Mr. Stewart told of 
meeting Capt. Harold Moore, for-- 
merly of the Journal and now an 
officer in that corps.

“The German people at last rea- 
lize the gravity of the situation. 
Let us have courage to admit that 
as long as the war is not ended it 
is not won and can be lost.”’ 

The principal North German or- 
gan of the majority socialists, the 
Buerger Zeitung, of Bremen, says. 

“Black and dark is the hour. 
The sacrifices made by the people 
are immeasurable and those of 
the fifth year of the war will be 
gigantic, but no refreshing breath 
of freedom and civic equality blow 
through the oppressive night of 
our diseontent.’’

And it is represented that the very serious 
and unfortunate situation in which these men 

-find themselves is due in many cases to the 
fact that, notwithstanding the information and 
waming contained in Our Proclamation afore- 
said, they have misunderstood their duty or 
obligation, or have been misled by the advice 
of ill-disposed, disloyal or seditious persons. 


AND WHEREAS we desire, if possible, to 
avoid the infliction of the heavy penalties which 
the law imposes for the offences of which these 
soldiers have thus been guilty, and to afford 
them an opportunity within a limited time to 
report and make their services available in Our 
Canadian Expeditionary Force as is by law 
their bounden duty, and as is necessary for the 
defence of Our Dominion of Canada. 


NOW KNOW YE that we in the exercise 
of Our powers, and of Our good will and
